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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114, Applicant's submission filed on 7/12/06 
has been entered. 

This action Is responsive to the applicants response dated April 1 1 , 2006 in the 
above application. The amendment is not deeming to be persuasive to overcome the 
rejection set forth in the Official Action mailed January 13, 2006. Claims 2, 11, 17, 19, 
43 and 71-88 are pending in this application. Claims 1, 3-10, 12-16, 18, 20-42 and 44- 
70 have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 2, 1 1, 17, 19, 75-77, 83-85 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being

anticipated by Kaster et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,234,447). The patent to Kaster et al 
discloses an anastomotic device having a sinuous (American Heritage dictionary 
defines sinuous as "many turns") stiffening framework (cuff, 46) formed of a deformable 
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material (malleable sections) of stainless steel having a thickness of about 25mm, with 
tissue retention pins (43) and docking extensions configured to be manipulated to 
deform said stiffening framework (44), and means (43,44) for attaching said framework 
to the vessel. The anastomotic apparatus comprises a tool having a head configured to . 
be inserted into one of the vessels to attach said means (43,44) for attaching to the 
vessel, said head is located at a distal end portion of said tool (Figs. 1-7), said tool has 
a bypass channel (18) defined through and an anvil (28) at the head, said anastomotic 
apparatus can be placed side-to end (abstract II. 1) and has the capabilities to connect 
end to end. See figure 8 and 10, wherein the frame is capable of being shaped to 
define a flow path. 

Claim 43 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Miller et al 
(USP 5,250,058). 

Miller et al. teaches a method of performing an anastomosis cornprising defining 
a first and second incision (Fig. 2), fastening the mounting structure to the first structure 
(Fig. 2) and fastening the mounting structure to the second vessel (Fig. 2), shaping the 
mounting structure to define a desired flow (Fig. 2). It is inherent that these are shaped 
when mounting the structure on the first and second vessels. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prtor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 71 and 87 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Kaster et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,234,447) as applied to claim 2 above, and further 
in view of Elefteriades (U.S. Patent No. 4,787.391). 

Kaster et al. discloses the claimed invention except for a hemostatic medium 
coating an oval woven synthetic cuff. However, Elefteriades teaches an anastomotic 
device that uses an absorbable hemostatic sheet (abstract II. 4). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to include a 
hemostatic medium coating on the anastomotic apparatus to allow the incision in the 
tissue to heal faster which could help to prevent infection. 

Claims 72-73 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kaster et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,234,447) and Elefteriades (U.S. Patent No. 4.787,391) 
as applied to claim 71 above, further in view of Chen (U.S. Patent No. 5.336,233). 

Kaster et al. and Elefteriades disclose an anastomotic apparatus that can be 
shaped into an oval (Kaster et al. Figs. 8 and 10), however they do not have an woven 
synthetic cuff. However Chen teaches an anastomotic cuff made of a synthetic material 
(col. 4 11. 24-26). Chen is silent regarding if the material is woven, however it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to use a woven synthetic nraterial as 
it has well known properties relied upon in successful use in many medical device 
applications. 
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Claims 78-82, 86, and 88 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kaster et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,234,447) as applied to claims 2 and 
77 above, and further in view of Chen (U.S. Patent No. 5,336,233). 

Kaster et al. discloses an anastomotic device with sinous stiffening framework 
with a plurality of malleable sections (Figs. 8,10) except does not have a male and 
female member that form a friction fit using rivets, however Chen teaches an 
anastomotic device that has a male and female member (Fig. 2) that form a friction fit 
using rivets (col. 3 II. 46). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have mating 
members for the anastomotic apparatus as this would insure the two parts of the device 
remain connected, insuring that the tissue remain together. Using a male and female 
mating device also decreases the amount of tissue damage, because the two parts are 
connecting to each other through the pins instead of through additional sutures through 
the tissue, therefore the tissue will experience less trama, thus the healing time is 
decreased. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 3/10/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
. persuasive. The patent to Kaster discloses each of the elements recited in the claims. 

• a sinuous framework (as defined by American Heritage dictionary), 
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• means (43,44) for attaching the stiffening framework to the vessel capable 
of holding the edge of surface. 
Each of the elements is disclosed in the Kaster patent and capable of performing 
the recited function.
